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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 10 
November 2005 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 

the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 

the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 

were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 

under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 

not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
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consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

3. Claims 27,37-38, 40-41 and 44 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over in view of Yoo et al (6,701 ,059) in view of Kondo et al (6,61 8,396) 
and Kimetal (6,470,135) . 

Regarding claims 27, 37-41 and 44 , Yoo discloses an apparatus (Figs. 1-5), 
columns 2-3) including means for recording and reproducing information on and from a 
recording medium , the recording medium information comprises data area for storing 
the steam data (Fig. 3) , the stream data comprises a third data unit define a stream 
object , second data unit defines a stream object unit or sector) and first data unit 
defines a data packet of transport packets , the second data unit includes a header 
(HDRS) just before information the pair of the time stamp and a packet (Fig. 2) and 
a management are (Fig. 4) for managing the access of the units . 

Yoo further teaches that the application header includes the reception time 
related information (Figs. 3, 4), column 2, Iines3 2-20) . 

Yoo fails to teach that the header further includes information indicating 
stuffing data is presented in a data packet of MPEG-TS or in the first data unit. 

Kondo teaches apparatus having means for generating data into packets and 
headers and the headers including information indicates the stuffing data is 
presented in a packet (Fig. 4, column 18, lines 45-60). It would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art to modify Kim with Kondo by providing information 
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indicating whether the stuffing data presented in a packet of MPEG TS stream or the 
first data unit in order to accurate identifying and accessing the data. 

Yoo as modified with Kondo fails to teaches recording management information 
. Kim teaches a recording/reproducing apparatus having a generating means for 
generating and recording a management information of a bit stream on a medium . It 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify Yoo as modified 
with Kondo with Kim by providing the apparatus of Yoo with a generating means as 
taught by Kim for generating and recording management information of the bit stream 
in order to easily controlling access the bit stream when needed 

Further for claims 38 and 41, Yoo teaches reproducing means (240) for 
reproducing the recorded data from the medium (Fig. 1).
